Northern Virginia, from the first as- 
savilent Bull Ruri to the final charge at Ap- 
pamattox, for he wanted.a picture of the 
Stite at the clase of that epic eta—wanted 
a bench mark, so to speak, by which to 
gauge the rise of the tide of progress and 
prosperity since the return of pence,

When itistememberer that a million are! 
a half American soldters were, first and 
last, mustered into the armies that fought 
for fout long years on Virginia sil, with 
only two short interludes of a week or so. 
when they turned aside to Antietam and 
Gettysburg, and that they fought as only 
men can hght when stirred to the core hiy 
thetr convictions, it is Htthe to be wondered! 
that Appomattox left the Mother of States 
desolate, her people in despair, and rack 
and ruin stalking everywhere: 

Her farms and plantations, once the 
pide of hertwople, had been neglected and 
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Manarin 


laid wastes her bartrs lad been lirned and 
her fences weed for seasoned firewood by 
tronps that could not wait for other fivel ; 
her horses and cattle bad been eommean- 
deered by Mars, the former for cavalry 
Tounts, artillery spans, and wagon teams, 
and the latter tor ameat supply that could 
march on its own. hoofs. 

Her turopikes inante-bellum days were 
America’s most complete adventure in the 
realm of good roads. Over them had 
rolled the cacringes of the socially elect 
and the patitically distinguished, en route 
to their common meeting grounds at White 
Sulphur, Hot Springs, Old Sweet, Rock- 
hridge Baths, and the galaxy of other noted 
watering places of the peril; over them 
had moved the covered-wagon caravans 
which hanled the products of the Valley 
and the Piedmont to the cities of the Tide 
water and the Plain. Put the war's end 
found them worn down to the foundation 
howlders by the unending rind of supply 
trains, lappaye wagons, artillery carringes, 
cavalry, and foot soldiers. 

Her bridges had been dynamited or 
httrned under the, dernanis of military 
necessity, her mills had been put to the 
toteh, many of her factories were in mins, 
and not a few of her cities had felt the 
withering flames of war:

Pulaski and Wythe, Smyth and Wash- 
mgton, Tazewell, Scott, and Russell are 
counties famous tor their blooded! cattle, 

expecially their fine beef <trains, So sue- 
culent is the blue grass of this favored te- 
eran that the cattle are ready for market 
directly irom grass, and one sees solid 
trainkmds of export beeves moving ont to 
the senbourd for shipment abroad, Even 
the Argentine jampa, with its fat plames 
and its. unbroken horizons, can afford no 
stich spleritid sights of prazme cattle as 
southwest Virginia offers, The latter's 
limpid streams, noble, spreacling oaks, and 
remnded mountiuns formmarnificent lack- 
drops for a hundred scenes and make the 
grazing of “a thousand cattle on a thon- 
cand hills, kneesleep in June,” memory 
pictures one can never forget, 

In the make-up of her popniation, tm 
the character of her soil, and in her gen- 
eraphical location, Virginia is a composite 
of eastern America. A large percentage 
of her people in the Shenandenh Vallev 
and southwest Virginia. are af Scotch- 
irish, German, Swiss, and Dutch ancestry. 
Coming in through the port of Philadel- 
phia hetween r7oo and 1775, the first wet 
eration of these people settled in eastern 
Pennsylvania and in the Shenandoah Val- 
lev. Many af the second generation of 
those who stopped in Pennsylvanian moved 
semithwatd when they reached maturity. 
They irenaylit with them the customs, the 
viewpwints, the agriculture, the industries 
of eastern Pennsylvania, So beyond the 
Mite Ridge to-day we see the diversified 
farming chiracteristic of J.ancaster, York, 
an] Chester coumties; in the Keystone 
State—wheatlields, cornfields, hawtielids, 
architds, and stock farms. 

Piedmont Vi iretaia, nerth of the James, 
takes to stock raising and general fart, 
mg, but with large estates and peritlemen 
farmers as the male, and small farms ane 
weerall farmers as the exception. 

Southside Virginia's majar notes in agri- 


culture are corn and tohaeco: its. minor 
ones are cotton and peanuts,

Virgina products have grown famous in 
both hemtejiheres. Makers of high-grarle 
cyarettes it England advertise that they 
tise the best height Virginia tobaceo an 
their manutacture, either pare or tn muix- 
ture with choice Epyptian or Turkish, 

Smithfield hams heure widely in pas- 
tronomic literature, as do Lynnhaven and 
Sentag ovsters, Norfolk speits, Sulfoll pea- 
mints, Albemarle pipptes. and old Virgiia 


winesap apples, Eastern Shore potatoes, 


Neamnt tomatees, and Hanover water- 
miclons. 

The Eastern Shore produces: 40 per cent 
of the entire ecenntry’s carly potatoes, 
Frederick County ships to foreign coun- 
tries more apples: than any other county 
in America, and Suffolk is the greatest 
beaut market in the weerle. 

The peanut came into faver during the 
Cri War. Betore that time the native 
“gocher” had tithe vowne : but the solders, 
to whom short rations was the usual ex- 
pinenice and enough to eat the occasional, 
tnade fast friends with the peanut, andl 
when they came hack home they begin to 
Plant it in earnest (see pe 412).

These statistics aluo reveal that while 
the State's farm lands are valued at a third 
less per acre that these of the country as 
a whole, her crops are worth nearly one: 
half mere per acre than those of the 
United States at large. Reasomible prices 
for lichly productive land 1 is the explana- 
tim of this striking. note i Virwinii's 
agricultural position in the sisterhood of 
States, A .

their feet in many cases were bare, their 
clothes generally were in tatters; but their 
bayonets were bright and their gun bar- 
rels: clean. 


It was a-coincidence that the headquar- 


ters of General Beauregard at the first

The Federal Congress recently autlior- 
ied a survey of the surrender field at 
Appomattox, with a repert thereon for its 
guidance m providing. for its appropriate 
marking, The War Department made sach 
a survey and has recommended a simple 
type of marking the ares. 

To millions of Americans the hattle- 
felts of the Old Daminion, whether those 
tia jorones heretofore enumerated of those 
lesser ones, like McDowell, Port Repub 
lic, Cross.

The list of colleges, girls’ schools, ancl 
cocducational institutions in Virginia is a 
long and fine one, and few States nuw are 
sending a larger proportion of their sons 
and daughters into the halls of higher edu- 
cation than the Old Dominien. 

‘The most richly endowed institution in 
the State is Hampton Normal and Agri- 
culutral Dnstitute, a school tor Negroes. 
ancl Indians, founded by the American 
Missionary Society and developed by Gen. 
Samuel C. Armstrong. While the white 
colleges have had a long, hard strugele for 
funds, money has come to this school irom 
the North ina golden flood. Recent sta- 
fishes show that ite endowment to-day 1s 
greater than the combined endowments. of 
all the white colleges of Virginia, other 
than those owned by the State, 


VIEGINIA'S NATURAL WONDERS 


The natoral wonders of Virwinia, like 
her scenery and her shrines, are of many 
types: Her caverns are among the most 
noted in the world, Endless, Luray, Shen- 
andoah, Grand, Massanutten, and Crystal, 
each presents a different type of under- 
groin formaticns, 

~The slow process by which the stalac- 
tites and stalagmites have been built wp 
as ¢ach drop ot water trickling down has 
brought its own tiny bit of solid matter 
and added it to those particles left hy 
the drapa thar went before, excites the 
wonder of all who behold their beauttinl 
limestone formations. In one of the cav- 
ets 1s-a tiny stalactite which was broken 
of 40 years aga, Since then a deposit a 
fraction of an inch long ard of knitting- 
needle thickness has been forming below 
the hreak, 

The slowness of the building-ap process 
which that litte: formation discloses hears 
eloquent witness to the vast ages that must 
have rolled by to account for the huge for- 
mations like the Hunter's Lodge, in the 
Shenandoah Caverns: the Oriental Palace 
Hil Solomon's Temple, in the Frdless 
Caverns; the Saracen’s ‘Tent and Titania's 
Veil, in the Laravy Caverns, and the Per- 
sian Palace, in the Grand Caverns. 

Out in southwest Virginia is the Natural 
Tunnel, another of Nature's mighty crea- 
tions. ‘Through it passes a railroad anda 
river. Tere the waters sought out the 
softest rock anil grdin by grain drilled 
through a mountain, 
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In Augusta County stand the Natural 
Chimneys, a Nature-lnilt bench mark hy 
which we can measure the erosion proc- 
esses that North River has carried ‘on 
through the ages, 

And yet, when we have appraised the 
time it took to establish all these natural 
wonders, and then stop to recall that these 
vast eras are hut as a watch in the ni shit 
when it is past compared to the ages 1 
went before, when even the Blue Ridge 
and the Allegheny Mountains slept le- 
neath the seas of Cambrian, Silurian, De- 
vonian, and other epochs, we can gather 
fn dim conception of the processes of earth 
sctipture that have shaped this mundane 
sphere into a fit abode for our puny selves, 

THE RESTORATION OF WILLTAMSIURG 

The recrindescence of Virginia is being 
marked by steps tm save her shrines that 
are national rather than purely local, T he 
splendid example of the patriotic women 
of America m the restoratin and protec- 
tion of Mount Vernon is being followed 
in matty places. The Society‘for the Pres- 
ervation of Virginia Antiquities bas taken 
over Jamestown, with its few surviving 
relics of the place where Anglo-Saxon chr 
ilization in the New World had its birth 
and representative government its begin- 
rite. 

Butat Williamshiry is to be found the 
greatest and the most dramatic restoration 
in the history of America, which is made 
possible ly the wonderful generosity of 
Joha D. Rockefeller, Ir, who has donated 
$10,000,000 to the project. Under the 
leatership of the tector af Bruton Parish 
Chorch, Dr. William A. R. Chonclwin, a 
little city of the present is hema trans- 
formed into a national museum of colonial 
history, 

Under the plan that has been adopted, 
all that is-pesteolomial in the ok] town will 
be taken down and moved outside of the 
historic scene. Duke of (haucester Street 
will Inge its modem concrete paving. On 
the Palace Green will tise avain the co- 
lenin) capitol, The first theater in America 
will come back to grace the place. 

Forty buildings stand in Wilkamsbure 
to-day that stood there when {eorge 
Washington, Thornas Jefferson, James 
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Marien, John Marshall, and Patrick 
Henry were college boys at William and 
Mary, No more will they have to keep 
company with modern stnictures, In- 
stead, thase that were unable to resist the 
tooth of time and the demands of progress 
will cone tack, 

Processes have been discovered by which 
the brick of colonial times can be enmpritid ; 
fireproof shingles that perfectly simulate 
weathered old wood have been nace, 
Streets and walks paved in colonial fash- 
jon will take the place of asphalt, concrete, 
and modern bricl 

And then another Williamsburg, a mud- 
em one, will rise beside the restored one,

Yorktown is not far away, and the hat- 
tlefield where American liberty nally was 
tritiglated from a dream toa reality will 
share with Wilhamshore the restoring 
toch of a philanthropist’s hancl.

JEFTERSON TH FAADICR 


Asa qdanter he showed: the sate origi- 
mahity and lowe of the ingenions. He took 
great mteres! in the theory of farming: 
He setae! and expertmented with every 
new idea. He imported the most improved 
machinery, Ile even invented «a mold- 
board for the plow. From Eirope also 
he brought in new varieties of grain, freit, 
and vegetables. He planted mulberty trees 
lor stk culture tind a vinevard for wine, 

In his-vouth he fell in with the then 
current policy of the southern planter anc 
taxed his soil heavily for corn and tohacce, 
Later he saw the error of this and han- 
ished both. Te wrote to Washington: *T 
have determined on adivision of my farm 
mito six helds, ta he put under this rota- 
rine: First year, wheat; second, corn, po- 
hitoes, peas; third, rye or wheat, according 
to emcutmstaneces ; fourth and fifth, cluver 
where the fields wall bring it, and tiuck- 
wheat dressings where they will nor; sixth, 
folding, and buckwheat dressings,” 

There was no longer the reason for 
ruaing heavy tobacce crops that urged the 
colonists to this poltey, for that plant: was 
ne longer a currency; yet, in his diary for 
1799, 00 September 8, he notetl that he 
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had at Monticello more than 13,000 pounds 
of tolacco made amd unsold. At the same 
time he had on hand at Poplar Forest, an 
estate near Lynchlmrg, mare that 30,000 
pounds af the same crop, 

It was the old trap which has caught 
farmers since plows have turned snil- 
Wher farmers stopped raising tobecco the 
price soared, ‘Then Jefferson and appar- 
ently every one else at once procticed to- 
hacco—overprodweéed it, of course: hence 
his bulging tobaceo haris, And tobieru 
is a crop that cannot be fed. 

One sound agricultural theory Jefferson 
stood for firmly, and that was deep por 
ing; hut the perversity of his labor broke 
his spirit on this point, for they continue 
merely. to scratch the ‘surface. Nearly 
twenty years later he wos driven to rais- 
iy cotton, becuse he bad his sInves to 
clothe and his spinners to keep bosy, and 
no cotton could he lnry. 


TRIED ‘TO CURTAIL SLAVERY 


Monticello and all Jefferson"s other 
lands were, of course, operated with slave 
labor, He was no more enamored, how- 
ever, than were most of the ather Virginia 
planters, with the urnatural system under 
which he was obliged to operite, and be 
atuched continually for expedient teme- 
dial legisiatton, Ite was the author of a 
WH, passed in eyzH, forbidding the. fur- 
ther importation of aluves into Virginia. 
He tade another effort against stavery in 
Congress in 1783, which was thwarted. 
When Virginia ceded her hinterland in 
the Northwest and it was divided into new 
States and Territories, he drew a plan for 
it4 temporary government. He sought in 
this to make slivery iflegal in this section 
of the country-after the year 1800, but in 
this he was again eutvoted., 

— Compelled to operate under the system, 


however, he never bought slaves as an in- 


Vestment. Elis thhor was carried on by 
those whom he inherited from his father 
er who cume to tim with his wife's prop 
erty, and hy thease whom jn vagrant emer- 
fencies be was: obliged to purchase for 
service on his own acres. [tappears, how- 
ever, that he sometimes leased his negroes. 
An entry in his farm book gives a list 
of 47 negroes leased to one J. H. Craven, 
of whom few were under 50 and 21 were 
over go years of age. 

He inherited 30 slaves on the death of

his father, These by natiral inerense had 
nearly doubled their number! in 17 years 
and im 1815 they had tcreased-to 102, 
At-the same time he owned $7 at Poplar 
Forest and 28 at Beaver Creek; but fe 
had owned a5 many as E28 at one time at 
Monticello. alone. 

He had the negroes’ houses built close 
together, so that “the fewer nurses may 
serve, and thit the children may be more 
éasily attended to liy the superannuated 
women, Chilcren served as nurses until 
they were ro-verts oll, Between the years 
of to.and 16 the boys went inte the nailery 
aad the girls apn, After if both sexes 
went th awortc om the wround ir] 
trades, 

OD Jefferson's treatment of his slaves, 
Edmund Bacon, for many vears an over- 
sect or manager at Monticello, said: 

“Mr. Jefferson was always ‘very kind 
and indulvent to lis servatits, He would 
not allow them te be at all overworked and 
he would hardly ever ullow one of them 
to be whipped. His orders to me were 
constant, that if there wat any servant 
that could not be got alone with without 
the chasterting. that was customary, to dis- 
pose Of Him. He could net bear to have 
a servant whipped. no odds how much he 
deserved tt.” 

A. PERSECUTION GF LETTERS 

Jefferson's daily life at Monticello had 
iimost the regularity of routine. His 
early morning hours he spent in his library 
attending to his correspondence; The load 
of letters was never light, and he petried 
full-ferngth replies. Im S22 he wrote John 
Adams, with whom he maintained a par- 
ticularly voluminous correspondence, that 
he “stffered under a persecution af Tet- 
ters”: 

“TD happened to turn te my letter list 
same time ago, and a curiasity was excited 
to count those receryed in a single year. 
It was the vear before last. | found the 
number to be one thousand two hundred 
and sixty-seven, many of them requiring 
answers OF elaborate research and all of 
them answered with due attention and 
consideration.” 

After breakfast he walked over the 
mountain, inspecting his trees and wardens. 
The middle period of the morning he re- 
tired te his library or to his workshop. 
His farm manager said that Mr. Jefferson 
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“was nearly always busy on some plan or 
model." 

The hours immediately before dinner 
he spentiin the saddle, riding down into the 
lowlands to. oversee his fields ot trailing 
the more than go tiles of bridle paths 
which he had developed over his estate, 


DELIGHTED IN His COANDCHILOREN 


‘The dinner her found him at the head 
cf his table, surrgunded by the entire 
Monticello family. This was a changing 
unit. His wife left him three young chil- 
ten, butuone of them soon followed her. 
The remaining two, Martha and Maria, 
his “Patty” and) "Polly,” grew to wonan- 
hood. As long as they were wmmarried 
they Hived with their father, and, in speak- 
ing of his devotion to his two little girls, a 
friend uf the family said that “he was 
mother as well as father to them.” They 
were both marned m Monticello and their 

weddings are the only ones known to have 
been solemmized in the manston. 

The gitls tried to establish homes of 
their awn, but for one reason or another, 
not least their lonely old father’s need of 
them, they seem to have spent most of 
their time at Monticella, Martha Randolph 
succumbed to her father’s need of her, and 
she and her family were obliged definitely 
to make it their home. 

Soon the mumber about the table recerved 
the addition of grandehildren and preat- 
grandchildren. This delighted Jefferson, 
He never had too many of them. In 1813 
he wrote this of his family to Abigail 
Adams : 

“T have compared notes with Mr. Adams 
an the score of progeny and find that [ 
am ahead of him, and think 1 am in a 
fiir way te keep oso. IT have ten and a. 
half grandchildren and two and three- 

Warters great-grandchildren, and these 
Fosetiniss will ere long be units. 
These young scions give us comfortable

NOW MOSTICELLO WAS REDEEMED 


Friends antl admirers of Jefferson and 
his tamthy hme a project completed te Int 
the place antright and present it again to 
Martha Randolph, when Uriah Levy, for 
some years on-active duty as an officer of 
the United States Navy, stepped in and 
purchased it. This was just 10 years alter 
Jefferson's death. Levy kept title to it for 
25 years, The time of his actual resi- 
(enee there was brief, 

The place was abandoned, so for as 
Proper occupancy and upkeep were con- 
cemed, until 1889, and a less honest lusild- 
ing wottld have tumbled tito its own cellar, 
In that year Uriah Levy's nephew, 7. M, 
Levy, of New York, bought -all quit- 
claims and brought friendly suite which 
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perfected his ttle to it. Under his care 
Monticello’s decay was arrested and he 
fave it necessary repairs and some em- 


‘bellishments.

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IN THE ALLAGASH COUNTRY

HE, Allagash, winding its silvery 

path down through Maine's spruce- 

clad hills fram Mud Pond Carry, 
throngh Chamberlain, Eagte, and Churchill 
lakes; racing madly into the enlit-mile 
strip of white water called Chase Carry; 
widening out again at Umsaskis and Long 
Likes, and then carcering 60 miles down- 
hill till it enters the St. Jolin River, offers 
one of the most popular canoe trips tm all 
the worl, 

Oddly enough, Allagash Lake, in which 
the river has its source and from which it 
takes its name, is rarely seen ly tourists 
who annually make the trip down this 
wilderness waterway: The wsual route 
brings the sportsman from Mud Pond 
Carry over to Chamberlain Lake, and 


thence down through Eagle Luke to 
Churchill without entering Allagash at all, 

Prot ta the coming of the outhoard 
motor, the trip required from two ta three 
weeks of strenuous work with pole and 
paddle in the hands of expert guides, Only 
experts undertook the tip, because of the 
character of the rapids: encountered along 
the route, Chase Carry alone saw its 
quota of wrecked canoes and lost camping 
outtits every year, the swift current and 
treacherous rocks taking regular toll trom 
incantions vovaretrs, 

The advent of the motor-equipped canoe 
has made it possible to cram this entire 
trip into four days, However, It i a poor 
way to pass thus through a coimtry of 
abiding charm and natural interest, for 
the sputtering motors alarm all furms-of 
wild life; the deer seck cover long before 
the traveler catches sight of the bobbing 
“flags,” and even the wild ducks scatter in 
hasty fight when the woodlands echo to 
the throbbing beat of a pas-driven canoe. 
A YEAR 18 NEEDED TO KNOW THE CHARM 

OF THE ALLAGASH 


Traveling in the old style, parties of 
sportsmen have frequently reported see- 


ing as high as 300 deer in the course of a 


trp down the river, To-day it is not 1n- 
common to see herds of ro or r§ feeding 
along the shores of Cherchill, Umsaskis, 


or Leng lakes, and during the hot summer 
months the Musquacook Deadwater 1s 
fairly lined RCRA feeding animals. 

To know the Aliagash as it really is, 
one rottst live ip there for at least a year 
and learn the charms that varying seasons 
hiring with them in the great forested arcas 
along the river's hanks. 

In the early spring of 1927 L went up 
the Altigash from Fort Kent, on the 
Maine-Canacdian border, in a motor canoe, 
which was heavily laden with supplies and 
my camping outfit. It was still winter in 
that northerm country, My companion, 
Leverett Byram, and T were forced to 
break ice across Round Pond and Long 
Lake on our way in to Umeaskis, where 
we planned to establish our hase camp, At 
Allagash Falls we dragged our canoe and 
its load wp over anoice wall more than 
eicht teet m height. 


WE BUILT A LOG-CARIN HOME IN THE 
WILDER N hss 


Using the outboard motor, we took 
three days to traverse the 60 miles oT 
spring flood that was the Allagash, and 
when. we arrived at Umsaskis we immecd- 
ately set about tnilding the log cabin which 
was to be our home in the wilderness. 
Hewing straight spices 28 feet in length, 
we peeled these logs and from them fash- 
jonied a tight cabin, the full length of the 
logs being utilized. The camp was 18 feet 
in width and 20 feet in lencth, with an 
&foot porch facing the lake (see p, 570). 

I took pains to see that the camp had 
plenty of windows; for a dark camp ts de- 
pressing in the.extreme. Single panes of 
glass, each 25 inches square, were wsed for 
the five windows. Our front door had a 
similar pane in its center; so that even in 
the dark days of the following February 
the cabin was well Hehted. — 

As we worked on the camp, deer fer 
all abotit 2s, paying littl attention to the 
sound of cur voices and the clamor of our 
uxes and saws. When we felled trees the 
animals would feed on the tops within 
arm'slencth of as. A cock partridge 
(as the ruffed prouse is known in these 
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Northem woods) drummed on hia log 
within 50 feet of the Leverett 
arid [ssuspendec operations irequently to 
wate ar niger bare] strasttirig pcre] nialy to 
and fro before sounding his mating call,

Thety he lifter his wings to the 
honzontal position and the blur of motion 
was too fast for the eve to follow, while 
the woods tesounded to the “long roll" of 
the drumming cock partridge. ‘The wings 
travel through a very short art—not more 
than five ot six inches, They beat the air 
with such force that leaves and prasses six 
feet in front of the drum-log are flat- 
tened down by the blast of distirbed air.

So fascinated had I been in watching 
tins performance that the camera, my real 
Teason for being there, was forgotten, In 
a moment, however, the hig grouse oblig- 
ingly went through his: performance apaitl, 
and this time I got several pictures, vary- 
ing the length of exposure and using the 
lens wide open to admit all the light that 
was available. Finally, the ‘click of the 
shutter alarmed my strutting subject and 
he went away on roaring wings.

It diel not take ws long to discover that 
there is a distinct technique to wilil-Hie 
photography, We discovered, for exam- 
ple, that it 1 far easter to approach any 
wild thing openly than it is to try to steal 
furtively upon it. The deer appeared th 
enjoy being talked to in low tones. Fre- 
quently they would stand with their ears 
up and eyes wide ind questioning until 
we were within 20 fect or less: then they 
woukl walk away, looking back at us with 
curiosity, but with few signs of real fear, 
If we attempted to creep up to them, in- 
variably the first snapping twig sent them 
hounding to cover. 

In our cance we chased a 1o-point tuck 
out into the lake one foretioon and Ieept 
him circling until we had taken five pac 
tutes of hintat close raryre. Then, after 
an admirable display of patience, he finally 
lost his temper and came straight for the 
canoe, shaking his antlers angrily etic 
evincing. every intention af upsetting us to 

ay for our mpertmence. So we “eave 
her the ash,” as the guides say wher they 
are ina hurry to get somewhere in a ca- 
noe, and left the buck to his own devices. 
Well, we had cur deer pictures, all we 
needed of them, and so we reached: Goal

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WHEN A DROUGHT BLIGHTS AFRICA 


Hippos and Elephants Are Driven Insane by Suffering, 
In the Lorian Swamp, Kenya Colony

“W can realize what a droughre 
} means in some parts of tropical 

Africa, where all life, animal and 
vegetable, is ti a great extent dependent 
on the regularity of the rains. ‘Twice, im 
the course of patrol duty last year in the 
northern frontier pean of Kenya Col- 
ony, [ visited the Lorian Swamp, an ares 
fo or 7o miles in circumference during 
the wet season, €)n the first occasion, 1 
February, the swamp was in its normal 
state, but on my second visit, in June, a 
drought had caused an altogether alimornal 
state of affarrs. 

The Lorian Swamp marks the terminn- 
tion of a river, the Engare Uaso Niro, 
which enters at by a cariallike channel; 
then degenerates inte a tia tecl line 
of pools and a sea of mud 

The whole area is tnsttally covered with 
erases crowing to a heightof ro feet, which 
conceals a network of elephant and game 
tracks, If one penetrates Into the wrass 
the air becomes alive with clouds of mos- 
qitoes, 

Elephant, buffalo, hippopotamus, riti- 
noceros, and water buck are usually to be 
found in the swamp, while around the 
edge oryx, gebta, gerenuk, and Grant's 
rarelle abound. 


A HIPPO GOES INSANE 


Because of the failure of the sprin 
rains, the Uaso Nviro ceased to flaw, anc 
cotisequently the swamp began to dry up, 
leaving a few pools of mud here and there 
in the river bed. Into these pools crowded 
millions of fish, and soon these—alive, 
dead, and decomposing—were massed. to- 
gether, completely screening the surfer 
of the water. Some 30 hipprpotamuses 
tried hard to keep ander the mudd, but with 
indifferent success. 

One hippo had a large open wound the 
size Of asoup plate on hie flank. ‘This poor 


beast evidently driven frantic by the stary- 
ing fish, which nibbled at his sore, elected 
to five en dry land tn a thick clump of 
bushes | see Hustration, e 622), Fi- 
nally, driven insane by suitering, one night 
he traveled two miles from the pool ariel 
was found tn the village of a sheik, where 

after haying caused a panic, he was speared 


to death, 


The swan was visited daily by herds 
of elephants searching for water, They 
mingled unconcernedly with the sheep anil 
piats gracing in the vicinity, One small 
elephant, while trying to drink, fell down 
a hole to feet deep which had been dog in 
the dried-op hed by matives m quest of 
water. Becatse of the bulk of the beast, 
it was impossible to rescue him, and there 
he hud to dt. Some of the elephants, 
maddened by thirst, hecame a menace to 
life. | actually saw a goat being prodded 
to death by one elephant and several chil- 
dren were killed while herding goats, One 
night an elephant attay ked a camel within 
1oo varils of my camp and pralded the 
helpless creature to death with its tusks, 
meanwhile emitting fearful roars. 

The masses of putrefying fish and 
corpses of elephants and a hippo we had 
shot combined to ontdo any wartime gas 

in the strength of the aroma. 

Tt hecame our daily recreation to watch 
from an anthill the herds of elephants as 
they prowled about the swamp. We moet 
have seer) hundreds during our fortnight 
in the neighborhood, but not.onee did we 
see a large tusker. 

ELEPITANTS ARF HUNTED FROW LADDERS 

Eleshant hunting within the swamp ts 
almostimpossible under normal conditions, 
on accoint of the soft ground! and high 
grass.
